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Claims 1, 3, 7-9, 1 1-12, 14, 16-18, 20-21, 34-45 are now pending, with claims 41-45 being 
withdrawn as being directed to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 39-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chikazawa et 
al (US 5,3 13,352). Chikazawa et al discloses a head assembly as shown in at least FIGs. 2A, 3, 
including: a head suspension 6 (FIG. 1) including a gimbal portion; a head assembly 1, 5 coupled 
to the gimbal portion; a bending assembly including bending elements 8A-8D positioned spaced 
from the roll axis appropriately to adjust a roll attitude of the head assembly relative to the roll 
axis (see col. 5, lines 14-35); wherein a controller 9 (see FIG. 2A) which is coupled to the 
bending assembly to adjust the roll attitude of the head (see col. 5, lines 14-35). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1, 3, 7-9, 1 1-12, 14, 16-18, 20-21, 34-38 are allowable over the prior art. 

Response to Amendment 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 1/12/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant asserts that Chikazawa et al does not teach nor suggest the claim 
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limitations as now amended. This is found unpersuasive since the language "to adjust the roll 
attitude of the head. . is considered to encompass only intended use and a recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior 
art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 
See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963).
